II.  Finding  and  Sentence  of  the  Court. 

The  Court  affirm  the  plea  of  the  said  Major  Kirk  wood  Otey,  11th  Va. 
Infantry,  to  the  first  Charge,  and  Specification  thereunder,  and  find  him

And  do  therefore  sentence  him  the  said  Major  Kirkwood  Otey,  lltli 
Va.  Infantry,  to  be  cashiered,  and  dismissed  the  service  of  the  Confede- 
rate  States. 

III.  The  proceedings  in  the  foregoing  case  having  been  laid  before  tin- 
Secretary  of  War,  to  be  submitted  to  the  President,  the  following  order 
has  been  made  thereon :  ' 

The  proceedings,  findings  and  sentence  in  the  case  of  Major  Kirkwood 
Otey,  11th  Regiment  Va.  Infantry,  are  approved ;  .  but  in  consideration 
of  his  previous  good  character,  and  the  recommendation  of  the  Court 
and  the  General  commanding,  the  sentence  is  remitted,  and  Major  Otx^y 
will  be  restored  to  duty.
